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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the claims: Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendment filed 
12/29/2005. Accordingly, claims 3, 7, 9, 13, 16, 18-19, and 21 are amended, claims 4- 
6, 10-12, and 15 are cancelled, and claim 22 is newly added. Claims 1-3, 7-9, 13-14, 
and 16-22 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-3 and 16-18, drawn to composition comprising the compound 
of Formula I and an alpha-1 -adrenergic agent and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable 
carrier.

Group II, claim(s) 7-9, drawn to a kit comprising the compound of Formula I. 
Please see further specie election requirement outlined below.

The common 
technical feature in Groups I to IV is the compound of formula I having the CAS Registry 
Number 214764-26-8. However this compound was disclosed in the American 
Chemical Society's chemical database on November 25, 1998. 



Specie election
